Peril o f Mo to r Fumes 
A recent ex periment 
in 
th e 
city 
laboratories of Paris is said to h av e 
demonstrated th e practicability of a 
cataly zer designed to consume th e car- 
bon-monox ide gas produced by motor 
cars—wh ich Prof. Yundell Henderson 
of Yale and oth ers h av e asserted was 
a serious menace to public h ealth in 
crowded cities. 
Th e dev ice consists of an ex h aust 
pipe containing certain ch emicals pos­ 
sessing cataly zing properties 
wh ich 
reduce th e combustion temperature 
of th e nox ious gas. By th e passage 
of a current of air th rough th e tubes 
th e fumes are consumed before th ey 
can pass out into th e street. 
M. Koh n Abrest, director of th e 
laboratories, say s th at th e av erage 
motor ear in Paris giv es off o ne-ha lt 
cubic meter of carbon-raonox ide for 
each h alf gallon of gasoline burned 
and th at a cubic meter of such gas 
renders six cubic meters of air unfit 
to breath e. In th e country th e h alf 
cubic meter of gas Is scattered along 
h alf n dozen miles and conseq uently 
is ^armless, h e say s, wh ile in Paris 
th e automobiles mov e more slowly 
and often fill th e air of narrow streets 
with injurious q uantities of fumes.

United States pu blic health serv ice, 
It was fou nd that cold s cau sed a time 
loss eq u iv alent to 1.4 d ay s per y ear 
for ev ery man on the pay roll and 
2.1 d ay s per annu m for ev ery female 
employ e. Cold s were d irectly respon­ 
sible for 39 per cent of all the ab­ 
sences among the men and for 31 per 
cent among the women. 
Diseases of the general ty pe k nown 
as respiratory cau sed approx imately 
half of all the absences, bu t were not 
so common among the women as the 
men. Women, It wou ld appear from 
these record s, are more liable to d is­ 
ablement from nerv ou s d isord ers and 
d iseases of the throat and tonsils, bu t 
their d isabling Illnesses are shorter 
on the whole than ihe men’s. This 
cond ition in fav or of the so-called 
weak er sex Is cou nterbalanced , how­ 
ev er, by the fact that their absences 
were more nu merou s, totaling fou r- 
lean calend ar d ay s apiece d u ring the 
whole ten y ears, while that of the 
men reached oniv 3.9.

A scientific stu dy of rou p in pou ltry, 
one of th e most seriou s fowl diseases, 
su pports th e conclu sion th at proper 
vaccination is one of th e most effec­ 
tive means for redu cing th is sou rce of 
loss. 
Th e stu dy was condu cted by Dr. 
George W. Stiles and Dr. Hu bert Ru n- 
yea, both of th e bu reau of animal in­ 
du stry, United States Department of 
Agricu ltu re. 
In a recent scientific 
paper, “Vaccination and Medication 
for Control of Rou p,” Doctor Bu nyea 
reports 
th e 
following 
conclu sions, 
based on experiments: 


Yo u n g Bird s Su scep tib le. 
Birds abou t one year old appear to 
be more su sceptible to rou p th an th o« e 
two years old or older u nder th e same 
conditions. 
Th e u se of antiseptics in th e drink­ 
ing water (permanganate of potash , 
and bich loride of mercu ry in particu ­ 
lar) does not appear to h ave any ap­ 
preciable cu rative virtu e and very 
little preventive property. 
Th e local external application of so­ 
lu tions of meicu roch rome or silver ni­ 
trate is not very effective in th e pre­ 
vention or treatment of rou p. 


Preven tio n o f Disease. 
Bacterins prepared from th e bacte­ 
ria involved In ou tbreaks of rou p ap­ 
pear to h e effective in th e prevention 
of th e disease as well as th e treatment 
of incipient cases, even u nder u nfa­ 
vorable 
climatic 
conditions. 
Two 
kinds of bacterins h ave proved effec­ 
tive, one made from bacteria occu r­ 
ring in a single ou tbreak and one 
from infections in a nu mber of ou t­ 
breaks. 
Th e progress of rou p is appréciah iy 
influ enced by “secondary invaders,” 
meaning bacteria wh ich develop in ad­ 
dition to th e ch ief viru s th at cau ses 
th e disease. 
Th e u se of vaccination 
in treating a considerable nu mber of 
pou ltry flocks with rou p gave very en­ 
cou raging resu lts.

Protein tests by different ch emists 
often do not agree with in one tenth 
of one per cent even wh en th e ability 
and conscientiou sness of th e ch eu rist 
are beyond qu estion, with th e resu lt 
th at nu merou s complaints are h eard 
regarding th e making of protein tests 
on wh eat. 
To determine h ow close different 
laboratories 
sh ou ld 
be 
able 
to 
report protein resu lts on th e same 
sample, of 
wh eat 
as 
well as 
to 
explain wh y th ese variations occu r, 
was th e object of investigations re­ 
ported in Department of Agricu ltu re 
Bu lletin No. 1460-D, “Testing Wh eat

Th e sou rces of error wh ich occu r in 
making protein tests h ave been care­ 
fu lly stu died and as a resu lt a stand­ 
ard procedu re is recommended to elim­ 
inate th ese errors.

These may be left where they grew 
until the following spring, when the 
parent cane is cut off just a few inches 
abov e tlie new plant and y ou hav e a 
new stock of plants. 
The old fruiting 
plants nev er sucker, but a sufficient i 
number of new shoots, later called i 
canes, come lip each y ear to form a 
new bush. 
As soon as the berry season is ov er 
or the following spring, cut out and 
burn all canes which hav e borne fruit. 
These are all through, will nev er beur 
again and if not remov ed will stand as 
dead brush. Many growers leav e them 
until spring to help hold up the new 
canes during heav y snow, ice or wind- j 
storms.

Scheme Devised to End 
Peril of Motor Fumes 
A recent experiment 
in 
the city 
laboratories of I’aris is said to have 
demonstrated the practicability of u 
catalyzer designed to c o n s u m e the car- 
bon-monoxide gas produced by motor 
cars—which Prof. Yandeli Henderson 
of Yale and others have asserted was 
a serious menace to public health in 
crowded cities. 
The device consists of an exhaust 
pipe containing certain chemicals pos­ 
sessing catalyzing properties which 
reduce the combustion temperature 
of the noxious gas. By the passage 
of a current of air through the tubes 
the fumes are consumed before they 
can pass out into the street. 
M. Kohn Abrest, director of the 
laboratories, says that the average 
motor car in Paris gives off one-half 
cubic meter of carhon-monoxide for 
each half gallon of gasoline burned 
and that a cubic meter of such gas 
renders six cubic meters of air unfit 
to breathe. In the country the half 
cubic meter of gas is scattered along 
I half a dozen miles and consequently 
! Is ^armless. he says, while In Paris 
I the automobiles move more slowly 
I and often fill the air of narrow streets 
' with injurious quantities of fumes.

In Spring Cut Out and 
Bury Raspberry Canes 
The way black raspberries propa­ 
gate is this: Late in the season, Sep­ 
tember and October, some of the new 
sheols bend ever uutil they touch .the 
ground and the tips take root, form­ 
ing new plants. 
These may be left where they grew 
until tile following spring, when the 
parent cane is cut off just a few inches 
above Die new plant and you have a 
new stock of plants. 
The old fruiting 
plants never sucker, but a sufficient 
number of new shoots, later called 
canes, come lip each year to form a 
new bush. 
As soon as the berry season is over 
or the following spring, cut out and 
burn all canes which have borne fruit. 
These are all through, will never bear 
again and if not removed will stand a9 
dead brush. Many growers leave them 
until spring to help hold up the new 
canes during heavy snow, ice or wind­ 
storms. Not a bad idea. There is not 
much more to be said.
